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A  GUIDE  TO  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS 

1.  Scope  of  the  Public  Accounts 

The  1976-77  Public  Accounts  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  comprise  three  volumes: 

Volume  1  contains  the  financial  statements  of  the  Province. 

Volume  2  contains  the  financial  statements  of  those  Provincial  Crown  corporations,  boards  and  commissions 
in  which  the  Province  has  an  investment  or  which  have  an  advance  from  the  Province. 

Volume  3  contains  the  details  of  expenditures  required  by  the  Standing  Public  Accounts  Committee. 

2.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  Accounting  Entity 

In  the  operation  of  its  financial  affairs  the  Province  of  Ontario  employs  the  concept  of  a  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund,  unique  to  the  parliamentary  system  of  government.  The  financial  transactions  of  government 
ministries  are  recorded  and  displayed  as  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  cash  inflows  and  outflows.  With 
respect  to  the  financial  operations  of  provincial  crown  corporations,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions, 
the  financial  statements  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  reflect  only  the  extent  to  which  their  operations 
have  been  financed  from  or  have  contributed  to  the  Fund  for  the  year. 

The  Accounting  Basis 

The  Province  of  Ontario  uses  the  cash  basis  of  accounting  for  its  financial  transactions,  modified  to  allow 
an  additional  thirty  days  to  pay  for  goods  and  services  pertaining  to  the  fiscal  year  just  ended.  In  this  regard, 
payments  to  employees  for  the  pay  period  which  overlaps  the  fiscal  year  end  date  are  apportioned  between 
the  two  years.  The  cash  basis  of  accounting,  modified  as  described,  is  used  to  disclose  to  the  public  the 
stewardship  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  monies  entrusted  by  appropriation,  and  raised  through  taxes 
and  borrowing.  Revenues  and  expenditures  being  unrelated  in  nature  are  matched  only  by  timing  of  cash 
flow. 

Classification  of  Transactions 

The  transactions  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  are  presented  in  summary  form  according  to  the  three  distinct 

areas  of  government  activity  through  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

"Budgetary  Transactions"  are  operational  activities  which  include  the  revenues  raised  through  taxa- 
tion, premiums,  fees,  licences  and  permits,  payments  from  the  federal  government  under  shared-cost 
programs,  and  income  from  investments.  Expenditures  on  government  programs  include  payments 
for  goods  and  services,  interest  on  the  public  debt,  salaries,  transfer  payments  to  individuals,  munici- 
palities and  institutions  under  various  social  programs,  subsidies  and  grants,  and  the  acquisition  or 
creation  of  fixed  assets.  The  extent  to  which  revenue  exceeds  or  falls  short  of  expenditure  directly 
decreases  or  increases  the  net  debt  of  the  Province. 

"Non-Budgetary  Transactions"  are  the  lending,  investment  and  trust  administration  functions  which 
include,  as  distinct  from  expenditure,  the  government  lending  and  investment  activity  in  various  crown 
corporations,  agencies  and  municipalities.  All  of  these  loans  and  advances  are  repayable  or  represent 
equity  holdings  supported  by  the  assets  of  the  corporations.  Also  included  in  this  category  is  the  activity 
within  deposit,  trust  and  certain  special  purpose  accounts.  "Disbursements"  is  the  term  used  to  describe 
the  lending  and  investment  transactions  of  the  government.  "Receipts"  consist  of  the  repayment  of 
loans  or  recovery  of  investments.  "Credits"  is  the  term  used  to  describe  payments  into  deposit,  trust 
and  special  purpose  accounts.  Payments  made  from  these  same  accounts  are  termed  "Charges". 

"Debt  Transactions"  are  the  borrowing  and  repayment  transactions  which  include  obligations  issued 
to  both  non-public  and  public  sources  of  funds. 

Assets  and  Liabilities 

The  assets  and  liabilities  reported  in  the  financial  statements  are  financial  claims  which  have  been  created 
by  cash  transactions.  The  assets  are  claims  by  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  on  other  parties.  The  liabilities 
are  claims  by  other  parties  on  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

Since  expenditures  on  fixed  assets  are  not  considered  to  differ  from  any  other  service  to  the  public,  they 
are  expensed  as  budgetary  items  in  the  year  of  acquisition.  Neither  do  they  represent  financial  claims  on 
others  and  are  therefore  not  reported  as  balance  sheet  assets. 
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Debentures,  notes  and  treasury  bills  are  recorded  as  liabilities  at  the  face  value  of  the  debt  instrument,  and 
discount,  premium  and  commission  expenses  are  treated  as  current  year  budgetary  transactions.  The  general 
resources  of  the  Province  are  used  for  the  continued  orderly  retirement  of  debt  and  no  sinking  funds  are 
maintained  for  this  purpose. 

The  contingent  liabilities  of  the  Province  consist  of  guarantees  by  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario  of  debt  instru- 
ments issued  by  provincial  agencies,  boards,  and  commissions  and  bank  loans  under  certain  government 
programs.  Other  significant  legal  commitments  and  liabilities  are  disclosed  in  notes  to  the  financial 
statements. 

The  net  debt  of  the  Province  is  the  excess  of  liabilities  over  recorded  assets.  It  is  also  the  accumulation  of 
all  budgetary  deficits  and  surpluses  since  Confederation.  Year-to-year  changes  in  net  debt  are  the  amount 
by  which  revenues  exceed  or  are  less  than  budgetary  expenditures. 

3.  Changes  in  Accounting  Treatment  and  Comparative  Figures 

In  the  year  ended  March  31,  1977,  the  Province  changed  its  practice  of  accounting  for  bi-weekly  payrolls. 
Payments  to  employees  for  the  pay  period  which  overlaps  the  fiscal  year  end  date  are  apportioned  between 
the  two  years.  This  change  had  the  effect  of  increasing  1977  expenditure  by  $41  million. 

In  1977,  the  Debt  Transactions  classification  "Repayments  of  loans"  was  replaced  by  "Retirements  of  loans" 
to  include  the  presentation  of  certain  amounts  of  debt  forgiven  and  advances  converted  to  debentures 
under  the  terms  of  agreements  with  the  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation.  Formerly,  these  amounts  were  deducted  from  "Proceeds  of  loans"  and  in  1977  and  1976  were 
$57  and  $34  million  respectively. 

Where  necessary  1976  figures  have  been  reclassified  to  conform  with  the  1977  presentation. 

4.  A  Guide  to  Volume  I  of  the  Public  Accounts 

(1)  Financial  Statements  of  the  Province 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Province  and  supporting  information  are  contained  in  the  first  67 
pages  of  Volume  I  and  have  been  arranged  to  present  (a)  the  Statement  of  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund  and  the  Statement  of  Assets  and  Liabilities,  (b)  schedules  to  the  Statement  of  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  and  (c)  schedules  to  the  Statement  of  Assets  and  Liabilities. 

(2)  Miscellaneous  Statements 

Statements  of  certain  special  purpose  accounts  and  other  supplementary  financial  data  are  provided 
in  this  section.  The  financial  statements  of  The  Province  of  Ontario  Savings  Office,  a  branch  of  the 
Ministry  of  Revenue,  also  appear  in  this  section. 

(3)  Ministry  Statements 

Government— wide  tabular  summaries  by  ministry  are  provided  as  an  introduction  to  this  section  on 
pages  64  to  67.  Individual  ministry  reports  of  financial  activity  are  provided  on  pages  69  to  481.  The 
following  six  separate  statements  are  presented  for  each  ministry  as  applicable. 

(a)  "Statement  of  Expenditure  by  Program" 

This  statement  provides  an  overview  of  the  expenditures  of  each  ministry.  It  shows,  by  ministry  pro- 
gram and  in  total  for  the  ministry,  the  amount  of  the  current  year's  actual  expenditures  which  is  com- 
pared with  the  related  appropriation  for  the  current  year  and  the  previous  year's  actual  expenditures. 

Ministry  totals  for  budgetary  expenditures  and  disbursements  and  charges  are  also  shown. 

(b)  "Statement  of  Expenditure  by  Program  and  Activity" 

This  statement,  prepared  for  each  ministry  program,  is  designed  to  show  the  activities  comprising 
the  program.  The  appropriation  for  each  activity  is  analyzed  according  to  funds  appropriated  through 
the  Expenditure  Estimates  or  approved  by  Management  Board  and  the  total  is  compared  to  the  actual 
amount  spent  for  the  fiscal  year.  Statutory  payments  are  reported  separately.  The  "program  description" 
narrative  contained  in  the  Expenditure  Estimates  is  included  with  the  statement  to  provide  the  reader 
with  a  general  description  of  the  program. 

(c)  "Details  of  Expenditure  by  Activity  and  Standard  Accounts  Classification" 

This  statement  reports  actual  ministry  expenditures  for  each  program  on  the  basis  of  the  Standard 
Accounts  Classification  within  each  activity.  Statutory  Appropriations  and  Disbursements  and 
Charges  are  not  Standard  Accounts.  Amounts  required  for  Statutory  Appropriations  and  Disburse- 
ments and  Charges  are  shown,  where  applicable,  as  separate  entries  under  the  Standard  Accounts 
Classification  details  relating  to  each  Activity. 


PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS,  1976-77 


The  following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  types  of  budgetary  expenditures  included  in  each  of  the  eight 
Standard  Accounts  comprising  the  Standard  Accounts  Classification: 

Salaries  and  Wages 

Includes  salaries  and  wages,  overtime  and  other  remuneration  paid  to  regular,  probationary 
and  unclassified  staff.  It  also  includes  indemnities  and  allowances  paid  to  Members  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  and  foreign  service  and  other  special  allowances  paid  to  public  servants. 

Employee  Benefits 

Includes  the  Government's  contribution  as  an  employer  to  the  Canada  Pension  Plan,  the  Public 
Service  Superannuation  Fund,  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Fund,  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Board,  and  other  employee  benefit  plans. 

Transportation  and  Communication 

Includes  travelling  expenses  of  public  servants  on  government  business  and  recipients  of  govern- 
ment services,  such  as  wards  of  the  Province.  Also,  included  are  relocation  expenses  of  public 
servants  who  are  transferred,  expenses  of  moving  office  furniture  and  equipment,  and  costs  of 
transportation  of  goods  other  than  for  initial  delivery.  Includes  mailing  costs,  such  as  postage 
and  registration ;  and  communication  costs,  such  as  telephone,  telegram,  and  data  communications. 

Services 

Includes  charges  for  information  services,  such  as,  advertising  provided  by  professional  agencies, 
advertising  placed  directly  with  the  media,  and  services  for  the  production  of  departmental 
publications  and  films. 

Also  included  are  charges  for  the  rental  and  the  purchased  repair  and  maintenance  of  machinery 
and  equipment,  buildings,  land  and  engineering  structures. 

Includes  charges  for  data  processing  services.  Also  included  in  this  account  are  insurance  premiums 
and  other  miscellaneous  charges  for  special  services. 

Supplies  and  Equipment 

Includes  provision  for  the  purchase  of  all  machinery  and  equipment,  both  new  and  used.  Also 

includes  the  purchase  of  all  materials,  supplies  and  utilities. 

Acquisition/Construction  of  Physical  Assets 

Includes  all  costs  of  acquisition  and  construction  by  contract  of  new  and  used  buildings  and 

engineering  structures.  Also  included  in  this  account  is  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  land. 

Transfer  Payments 

Includes  grants,  subsidies  and  allowances,  etc.,  to  persons,  the  business  sector,  non-commercial 

institutions  and  other  governmental  bodies. 

Other  Transactions 

Includes  several  special  transactions,  such  as,  Ontario  Development  Corporation  — Loan  forgive- 
ness and  Guarantees  and  Municipal  Taxes  on  A.R.D.A.  owned  property. 

(d)  "Statement  of  Revenue" 

This  ministry  statement  reports  on  a  comparative  basis  the  fiscal  year  revenues  analyzed  by  the  six- 
teen standard  revenue  sources  used  in  the  Province's  accounts.  A  more  detailed  analysis  of  amounts 
within  the  standard  sources  is  provided  where  appropriate.  All  revenues  are  deposited  to  the  Con- 
solidated Revenue  Fund  and  reporting  by  ministry  denotes  the  revenue  collection  responsibility  only. 

(e)  "Statement  of  Receipts" 

This  statement  reports  on  a  comparative  basis  the  "receipts"  which  are  the  repayments  of  loans  or 
recoveries  of  investments  collected  by  the  ministry.  Reporting  by  a  ministry  generally  denotes  responsi- 
bility for  the  related  loans,  advances  and  investments  made  from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

(f)  "Statement  of  Credits" 

This  statement  reports  on  a  comparative  basis  the  "credits"  which  are  payments  into  deposit,  trust 
and  special  purpose  accounts  received  by  the  ministry.  Reporting  by  a  ministry  generally  denotes 
responsibility  for  the  related  trust  administration  account.

The  financial 
statements  were  prepared  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  which,  except  for  the 
changes  in  accounting  treatment  outlined  on  page  7  of  Volume  1  of  the  Public  Accounts,  were  applied  on  a 
basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  are  those  relative 
to  government  accounting  and  are  described  under  the  heading  of  "Summary  of  Significant  Accounting 
Policies"  on  pages  6-7  of  Volume  1  of  the  Public  Accounts. 

In  accordance  with  section  20  of  The  Audit  Act,  a  report  will  be  made  to  the  Legislative  Assembly.

The  financial  statements  of  Ontario  Hydro  are  shown  in  Volume  2  of  the  Public  Accounts  for  1976-77. 

The  Province,  in  addition  to  guaranteeing  all  Ontario  Hydro  debt  obligations,  has  issued  U.S.  dollar 
debentures  on  behalf  of  Ontario  Hydro.  The  proceeds  have  been  advanced  to  Ontario  Hydro  in  exchange  for 
U.S.  dollar  bonds  with  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the  debentures  of  the  Province. 

The  Province  by  agreement  with  Ontario  Hydro  and  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited  contributed  to  the 
capital  cost  of  the  Pickering  Nuclear  Power  Generating  plant  and  under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  receives  pay- 
ments based  on  the  net  operational  advantages  of  the  plant.  These  payments,  which  have  amounted  to  $53 
million,  have  been  applied  to  reduce  the  advance.

Financial  Statements  of  these  Corporations,  Boards  and  Commissions  are  shown  in  Volume  2  of  the  Public 
Accounts  for  1976-77. 

The  Ontario  Education  Capital  Aid  Corporation  receives  government  advances  to  purchase  bonds  or  deben- 
tures issued  by  school  boards  for  capital  expansion  programs.  The  securities  held  by  the  Corporation  are  the 
obligations  of  the  individual  school  boards.  Under  current  support  arrangements  for  local  school  boards,  a 
portion  of  approved  operating  costs  (which  include  interest  and  principal  payments)  are  covered  by  Provincial 
grants  (on  average,  grants  cover  60%  for  primary  and  54%  for  secondary  education). 

The  Ontario  Universities  Capital  Aid  Corporation  employs  government  advances  to  purchase  bonds  or 
debentures  issued  by  provincial  universities,  colleges,  the  Art  Gallery  of  Ontario,  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
and  municipalities  on  behalf  of  public  libraries,  for  approved  capital  construction  projects.  The  securities  held 
by  the  Corporation  are  the  obligations  of  the  issuing  institutions.  However,  under  the  Province's  current  program 
of  financial  support  of  post-secondary  education,  these  institutions  receive  annual  budgetary  grants  from  the 
Province  to  cover  the  full  amount  of  interest  and  principal  due  to  the  Corporation. 

Ontario  Mortgage  Corporation  utilizes  Provincial  funds  to  provide  subsidized  mortgages  for  home  owner- 
ship and  rental  accommodation.  The  programs  are  directed  at  low  to  moderate  income  groups  and  areas  with 
low  vacancy  rates.  For  the  years  ended  March  31,  1977  and  1976,  the  Province  paid  subsidies  to  the  Corporation 
amounting  to  $1.6  and  $1.4  million  respectively,  for  certain  loans  made  at  interest  rates  lower  than  cost. 

Ontario  Land  Corporation  employs  advances  from  the  Province  to  assemble  land  for  new  communities  and 
industrial  parks  in  Ontario.  The  assets  of  the  Corporation  are  primarily  land. 

Ontario  Housing  Corporation  plans,  constructs  and  manages  residential  housing  projects.  Financing  is 
provided  by  the  Province  and  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  (a  federal  crown  corporation). 
Operating  subsidies  are  shared  by  the  Province,  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation,  and  municipalities. 
The  Province's  share  of  the  subsidy  for  calendar  1976  and  1975  was  $66.6  and  $50.4  million  respectively. 

Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation  was  established  in  1966  for  the  purpose  of  developing  housing 
projects  for  students  and  their  families. 

Ontario  Energy  Corporation  was  established  to  develop  energy  supplies  for  Ontario  through  investment  in 
energy  exploration,  development  and  production.  The  Corporation's  major  involvement  is  a  5%  equity  invest- 
ment in  Syncrude  Canada  Ltd.  (a  joint  venture  of  government  and  private  enterprise  to  develop  the  oil  sands  in 
northern  Alberta).  It  is  estimated  that  Ontario's  investment  will  total  $105  million  from  1975  through  1978.  The 
Corporation  has  also  been  authorized  to  participate  in  the  research  aspects  of  the  Polar  Gas  Project  up  to  a  level 
of  $16  million.  The  project  is  a  consortium  which  is  studying  the  movement  of  natural  gas  from  the  eastern  high 
Arctic  to  southern  markets. 

Ontario  Development  Corporation  and  the  related  Northern  Ontario  Development  Corporation  and  the 
Eastern  Ontario  Development  Corporation  are  lenders  of  last  resort  for  the  encouragement  and  expansion  of 
manufacturing  and  tourist  operations  in  slow  growth  areas,  the  expansion  of  exports  and  substitution  of  imports, 
and  the  launching  of  new  products  and  techniques.  The  Province's  investment  is  made  up  of  $7  million  in  equity 
and  the  remainder  in  advances.  The  Corporations  have  a  $5  million  equity  investment  in  industrial  parks,  but  the 
bulk  of  the  assets  are  loans.  The  Corporations  received  transfer  payments  of  $16.4  million  and  $17.2  million  in 
1977  and  1976  respectively  to  cover  loans  forgiven  and  written  off. 

Ontario  Northland  Transportation  Commission  operates  a  railroad  and  related  services  in  the  northern 
regions  of  the  Province.  Of  the  Province's  total  advance,  $30,207,935  is  non-interest  bearing.  The  Province 
provided  subsidies  of  $6,058  thousand  and  $6,232  thousand  in  calendar  1976  and  1975  respectively.  After  subsidies, 
the  Commission  recorded  a  net  income  of  $2,567  thousand  in  calendar  1976  and  a  net  loss  of  $972  thousand  in 
calendar  1975. 

The  Ontario  Junior  Farmer  Establishment  Loan  Corporation  was  incorporated  in  1952  for  the  purpose  of 
making  loans  to  assist  young  qualified  farmers  in  the  establishment,  development  and  operation  of  their  farms. 
This  program  was  discontinued  in  February  1969.  The  rate  of  interest  on  advances  by  the  Province  was  set  by 
the  Province's  long-term  borrowing  cost.  The  Province  is  paying  for  the  cost  of  administration  and  providing 
subsidies  through  legislative  appropriations  to  cover  annual  operating  deficits.  The  subsidies  were  $1,100 
thousand  and  $848  thousand  for  1977  and  1976  respectively. 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Improvement  Corporation,  incorporated  in  1950,  has  as  its  object  the  purchase 
from  municipalities  in  Ontario  of  debentures  issued  by  them  for  municipal  works  and  undertakings. 

The  Liquor  Control  Board  of  Ontario  was  established  to  sell  and  control  the  sale  of  liquor  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 
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The  Ontario  Transportation  Development  Corporation  is  a  crown  corporation  associated  with  the  Urban 
Transportation  Development  Corporation  Limited.  The  advance  to  the  corporation,  made  during  1976-77,  was 
required  to  guarantee  the  performance  by  the  Urban  Transportation  Development  Corporation  Limited  under  a 
joint  venture  agreement  between  the  Urban  Transportation  Development  Corporation  Limited  and  Hawker 
Siddeley  of  Canada  Limited. 

Urban  Transportation  Development  Corporation  Ltd.  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Canada  on 
October  10,  1974.  The  Corporation  is  currently  involved  in  developing  new  light  rail  transit  vehicles  and  an 
advanced  technology  intermediate  capacity  transit  system.  In  addition  the  Corporation  offers  consulting  services 
to  transit  operators  and  municipalities  in  Canada  and  abroad.  The  Province  is  the  sole  shareholder  at  the  present 
time  and  the  $6,000,000  investment  is  the  recorded  cost  of  shares  in  the  corporation. 

The  Crop  Insurance  Commission  of  Ontario  was  established  in  1966  to  administer  plans  of  crop  insurance 
and  related  activities  in  Ontario  and  generally  to  administer  The  Crop  Insurance  Act  (Ontario).  The  advances 
to  the  Commission  are  for  working  capital  purposes. 

The  North  Pickering  Development  Corporation  was  established  in  1975  to  prepare  and  promote  the  optimum 
economic,  social,  environmental,  agricultural  and  physical  conditions  of  the  North  Pickering  Planning  Area. 

The  objective  of  the  Algonquin  Forestry  Authority  is  to  harvest  Crown  timber  and  to  carry  out  such  forestry 
and  land  management  programs  that  are  of  general  advantage  to  Ontario.  The  advances  to  the  Authority  are 
for  working  capital  purposes.  In  addition,  an  operating  subsidy  of  $610  thousand  was  made  in  1977.

The  Ministry  of  the  Environment  lets  extensive  contracts  for  the  building  of  water  and  sewage  systems  to 
serve  municipalities.  Under  the  agreements  with  individual  municipalities  the  costs  of  construction  and  operation 
of  the  facilities  are  fully  recoverable  over  the  period  of  years  provided  in  the  agreements  with  the  municipalities. 
Certain  agreements  provide  for  municipal  contributions  to  be  accumulated  in  a  sinking  fund  for  the  recovery 
of  the  cost  of  capital  assets.  The  accumulated  balance  in  such  funds  (included  in  Deposit,  Trust  and  Reserve 
accounts)  was  $37,677,839  and  $33,897,287  at  March  31,  1977  and  1976  respectively.

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The  Ontario  Housing  Action  Program  provides  loans  for  regional  and  municipal  public  works  to  accelerate 
the  supply  of  housing. 

The  Tile  Drainage  Act  authorizes  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario  to  purchase,  acquire  and  hold  debentures  issued 
by  municipalities  for  construction  of  drainage  works.  These  debentures  are  payable  within  ten  years  of  the  issue 
of  the  debentures.  In  territories  without  municipal  organization  loans  are  made  directly  to  individuals  and  are 
secured  by  liens  on  the  properties. 

The  objective  of  the  Federal-Provincial  Winter  Capital  Projects  Fund  was  to  stimulate  growth  in  employ- 
ment, particularly  during  the  winters  of  1974-75  and  1975-76. 

The  objective  of  the  Federal-Provincial  employment  loans  program  was  to  stimulate  growth  in  employment, 
particularly  during  winter,  by  adding  to  or  accelerating  capital  works  projects. 

The  objective  of  the  Federal-Provincial  special  development  loans  program  was  to  stimulate  capital  spending 
and  related  employment  especially  in  municipalities  where  unemployment  was  high. 

The  amount  owing  by  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  the  balance  outstanding  on  debentures 
issued  for  subway  purposes.  Annual  payments  on  principal  are  required  over  the  period  ending  in  1995. 

The  amount  owing  by  the  Township  of  Elliot  Lake  is  the  balance  outstanding  on  debentures  issued  for 
stabilization  of  municipal  taxes  and  other  municipal  purposes.  These  debentures  are  repayable  over  a  period  of 
years  with  final  maturity  in  1984. 

The  objective  of  The  Shoreline  Property  Assistance  Act  is  to  provide  assistance  for  the  rehabilitation  and 
protection  of  property  on  or  adjacent  to  shorelines. 

The  Town  of  Kapuskasing  debentures  held  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  are  repayable  over  a  period  of  years 
with  final  maturity  in  1994. 

Special  assistance  was  provided  in  1974-75  to  the  Townships  of  Collingwood  and  Amabel  to  relieve  an 
otherwise  undue  tax  burden. 

The  debentures  of  The  Moosonee  Development  Area  Board  and  the  Improvement  District  of  Manitouwadge 
were  issued  for  various  municipal  projects  and  services. 

The  amount  owing  by  the  City  of  Windsor  relates  to  the  Sandwich,  Windsor  and  Amherstburg  Railway 
Company  and  to  the  Township  of  Sandwich  East.

The  loans  to  public  hospitals  are  for  capital  construction.  In  fiscal  1977  and  1976  the  Province  made  grants 
of  $16.2  and  $14.7  million  respectively  to  assist  public  hospitals  in  meeting  principal  and  interest  payments. 

The  investment  under  The  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Bridge  Act  consists  of  bonds  of  the  International  Bridge  Authority 
of  Michigan  and  shares  of  the  St.  Mary's  River  Bridge  Company. 

The  International  Bridge  Authority  of  Michigan  bonds,  with  a  par  value  of  $7,850,000  U.S.  were 
acquired  in  1960  at  a  cost  of  $7,615,072.

The  investment  in  the  St.  Mary's  River  Bridge  Company  is  the  cost  of  137  shares  purchased  by  the 
Province. 

Municipal  and  school  tax  credit  assistance  loans  represent  reimbursements  to  municipalities  for  credits 
and  refunds  allowed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  The  Municipal  and  School  Tax  Credit  Assistance  Act. 

The  Co-operative  Loans  Act  authorizes  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  to  make  loans  to  any  co- 
operative association  to  enable  it  to  carry  out  its  objects.  The  loans  are  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  on  the  real 
property  of  the  co-operative  association  and  are  repayable  over  a  period  of  twenty  years. 

The  balance  under  Provincial  Student- Aid  loans  is  the  total  of  the  principal  owing  on  loans  as  at  March  31, 
1977.  Loans  to  students  under  this  program  were  discontinued  in  December  1964. 

The  balance  owing  by  sundry  conservation  authorities  is  the  recoverable  portion  of  grants  made  for  land 
acquisition  and  construction  of  dams  and  reservoirs.  During  the  year  no  loans  were  made  and  repayments  of 
$70,965  were  received. 

The  investment  in  the  Sandwich,  Windsor  and  Amherstburg  Railway  Company  consists  of  2%  bonds  in 
the  amount  of  $50,000  due  June  30,  1977.

Based  on  actuarial  studies  as  at  December  31,  1973,  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Fund  has  unfunded 
liabilities  as  follows  at  March  31,  1977: 

1 .  An  initial  unfunded  liability  of  $83  million,  upon,  which  an  interest  contribution  is  credited  annually  to 
the  Fund  in  accordance  with  The  Pension  Benefits  Act. 

2.  A  residual  unfunded  liability  amounting  to  $161  million  which  is  required  to  be  amortized  in  the  16  year 
period  ending  April  1,  1989  by  annual  payments  of  $16  million. 

As  at  March  31,  1977,  the  Province  had  made  all  required  payments. 

An  actuarial  study  as  at  December  31,  1976  is  currently  being  prepared. 

The  balance  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  Retirement  Allowances  Account  is  the  pension  fund  for  members 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 
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Teachers'  Superannuation  Fund 

Through  the  budgetary  expenditures  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  the  Province  of  Ontario  makes  annual 
contributions  to  the  Teachers'  Superannuation  Fund  administered  by  the  Teachers'  Superannuation  Commission 
equal  in  amount  to  contributions  by  members. 

As  at  March  31,  1977  the  Province  had  made  all  payments  required  by  the  December  31,  1972  actuarial  study. 
Subsequent  to  the  fiscal  year  end,  the  Teachers'  Superannuation  Commission  received  a  new  actuarial  study 
as  at  December  31,  1975.  Based  on  the  study,  the  Fund  has  unfunded  liabilities  as  follows: 

1.  An  initial  unfunded  liability  of  $328  million  upon  which  an  interest  contribution  of  $23  million  should  be 
credited  annually  in  accordance  with  The  Pension  Benefits  Act. 

2.  Residual  unfunded  liabilities  of  $1,069  million  which  are  required  to  be  amortized  from  December  31, 
1976  by  annual  payments  of  (a)  $21.9  million  to  December  31,  1989;  (b)  $5.9  million  to  December  31, 
1980  and  (c)  $93.7  million  to  December  31,  1990.

The  Superannuation  Adjustment  Fund  was  established  by  the  Superannuation  Adjustment  Benefits 
Act  (July  18,  1975)  with  the  purpose  of  providing  supplementary  benefits  to  persons  in  receipt  of  pensions  payable 
out  of  Pension  Funds  to  which  contributions  are  paid  directly  or  indirectly  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 
At  March  31,  1977,  two  pension  plans  had  been  designated  for  application  of  the  Act.  They  are  the  Teachers' 
Superannuation  Fund  and  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Fund.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act,  the  employer 
and  the  employee  make  equal  contributions  to  the  Superannuation  Adjustment  Fund.  Pensioners  who  have 
contributed  to  the  Fund  are  eligible  for  benefits  calculated  with  reference  to  the  annual  increase  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  for  Canada  to  a  maximum  of  8%  in  any  one  year. 

The  Ministry  of  the  Environment  under  agreements  with  certain  municipalities  operates  sinking  funds  for 
the  accumulation  of  contributions  by  municipalities  to  recover  the  cost  of  capital  assets.  Under  these  same  agree- 
ments, municipalities  make  contributions  to  a  reserve  fund  for  renewal  or  replacement  of  capital  assets  or  for 
other  contingencies. 

The  Ontario  Energy  Corporation  has  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario  funds  in  excess  of  its  imme- 
diate needs. 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Accident  Claims  Fund  was  established  to  protect  the  innocent  parties  in  motor  vehicle 
accidents  from  financial  loss  where  an  uninsured  driver  is  at  fault.  A  statement  of  the  Fund  is  presented  on  page  56. 

The  remaining  deposit,  trust  and  reserve  accounts  represent  funds  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario 
or  held  in  trust  for  various  purposes  and  special  accounts  which  are  available  for  expenditure  in  periods  subse- 
quent to  the  current  fiscal  year.

The  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  advances  funds  to  the  Province  on  an  interim  basis  for  a 
portion  of  the  cost  of  waste  control  projects  under  construction.  When  a  project  is  completed  the  advance  is 
partially  forgiven  and  the  balance  converted  to  a  forty  year  serial  debenture. 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Employees  Retirement  Fund  deposits  surplus  funds  with  the  Province  and  on 
December  31  each  year  receives  a  debenture  for  all  funds  deposited  in  the  calendar  year.  The  balance  in  "Advances 
Payable"  represents  deposits  made  between  January  1  and  March  31.

INACTIVE  ASSETS 

The  Province  of  Ontario  has  fully  reserved  inactive  assets  in  the  amount  of  $4,350,546. 

The  Government  of  Canada  Debt  Account  at  $2,848,290  is  an  amount  on  which  the  Government  of  Canada 
pays  interest  at  5%  to  compensate  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  monies  withheld  from  the  Province  in  the  period 
July  1,  1867  to  January  1,  1873. 

The  Common  School  Fund  at  $1,502,256  represents  Ontario's  share  in  a  permanent  fund  of  $2,677,771  held 
in  trust  by  the  Government  of  Canada  for  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec.  The  fund  is  derived  from  the 
sale  of  Crown  lands  set  aside  for  the  benefit  of  common  schools  by  statutes  enacted  before  Confederation.  The 
Government  of  Canada  pays  interest  to  the  Provinces  on  the  principal  sum  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  populations  as  determined  by  the  most  recent  decennial  census. 
The  present  allocation  is  based  on  the  census  of  1971. 

LONG-TERM  LEASES 

The  Province  has  long-term  lease  commitments  for  accommodation  amounting  to  $143  million  to  1982 
and  an  additional  $125  million  for  years  beyond  1982.  The  lease  payments  made  in  1976-77  amounted  to  $43 
million. 

ANTI-INFLATION  LEGISLATION 

Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  Government  of  Canada, 
the  Province  is  subject  to  controls  on  compensation  instituted  by  the  Government  of  Canada  in  the  Anti-Inflation 
Act,  effective  October  14,  1975.

1 .  Unfunded  Liability 

The  most  recent  actuarial  review  of  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Fund  was  made  as  at  December  31, 
1973.  At  that  date  this  review  disclosed  an  unfunded  liability  of  $244,229,000.  Of  this  amount  $82,616,000 
represents  the  initial  unfunded  liability  as  at  January  1,  1965.  The  balance  of  $161,613,000  represents  the  out- 
standing amount,  as  at  December  31,  1973,  of  the  additional  unfunded  liability  which  has  arisen  subsequent 
to  January  1,  1965. 

The  Province  of  Ontario  has  been  making  annual  payments  of  interest  and  principal  into  the  Fund  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations  under  The  Pension  Benefits  Act.  These  payments  are  designed  to : 

—Prevent  an  increase  in  the  initial  unfunded  liability. 

—Liquidate  the  additional  unfunded  liability  over  a  period  ending  April  1,  1989. 

The  1977  payment  of  $1 1,154,000  with  respect  to  the  initial  unfunded  liability  consisted  of  a  regular  payment 
of  $5,577,000  made  on  January  1,  1977  and  a  prepayment  of  the  1977-78  regular  payment  of  $5,577,000 
made  on  March  31,  1977. 

The  1977  payment  of  $32,042,000  with  respect  to  the  additional  unfunded  liability  consisted  of  a  regular 
payment  of  $  1 6,02 1 ,000  made  on  April  1 ,  1 976  and  a  prepayment  of  the  1 977-78  regular  payment  of  $  1 6,02 1 ,000 
made  on  March  31,  1977. 

2.  Special  Transfer  of  Assets 

Certain  employees  of  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  and  of  Housing  Authorities  created  pursuant  to  The 
Housing  Development  Act  became  contributors  to  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Fund  on  November  1, 
1976  as  specified  in  Order  in  Council  2882/76. 

The  assets  of  the  existing  pension  plans  to  which  some  of  these  employees  had  contributed  were  transferred  to 
the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Fund  to  establish  service  credits  for  such  employees  in  the  Fund.

Notes  to  Financial  Statement 
March  31,  1977 

1.  Legislation 

The  Superannuation  Adjustment  Benefits  Act,  1975  came  into  force  on  July  18,  1975,  to  provide  superannua- 
tion adjustment  benefits  to  persons  in  receipt  of  pensions  payable  out  of  pension  funds  to  which  contributions 
are  paid  directly  or  indirectly  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.  This  act  applies  only  to  pension  plans 
designated  by  the  regulations.  The  Teachers'  Superannuation  Fund  was  so  designated  on  August  30,  1975. 
Certain  groups  of  contributors  to  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Fund  were  so  designated  on  December  15, 
1975  effective  January  1,  1976.  Pursuant  to  regulatory  amendments  made  during  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1977  all  contributors  to  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Fund  are  now  so  designated. 

2.  Arrears— Ontario  Public  Service  Employees  Union  Members 

As  a  result  of  a  regulatory  amendment  to  the  Superannuation  Adjustment  Benefits  Act,  1975,  the  total  amount 
of  arrears  owing  by  active  employees  in  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Employees  Union  bargaining  unit  as  at 
March  1,  1977  was  determined  to  be  $6,210,999.  These  arrears  are  being  deducted  over  a  period  of  20  pays 
commencing  March  3,  1977.  To  March  31,  1977,  $961,856  thereof  had  been  deposited  to  the  Fund,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $5,249,143  still  to  be  recovered.  The  Province  of  Ontario's  matching  portion  of  these  arrears 
($6,210,999)  was  deposited  to  the  Fund  in  March,  1977. 

As  at  March  31, 1977  the  total  amount  of  arrears  respecting  employees  in  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Employees 
Union  bargaining  unit  who  had  retired  during  the  period  from  January  1,  1976  to  November  30,  1976  was 
determined  to  be  $43,539.  The  recovery  of  these  arrears  commenced  in  May,  1977.  The  Province  of  Ontario's 
matching  portion  of  the  arrears  will  be  deposited  in  the  Fund  in  1977-78.  Such  employees  became  eligible  for 
pension  escalation  benefit  payments  effective  January  1,  1977. 

The  total  amount  of  arrears  relating  to  employees  in  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Employees  Union  bargaining 
unit  who  retired  during  the  period  from  December  1,  1975  to  February  28,  1977  or  former  employees  who  are 
entitled  to  a  deferred  annuity  is  currently  being  determined. 

3.  Arrears— Other 

Certain  other  arrears  relating  to  the  1976  calendar  year  are  currently  being  determined.  These  arrears  relate 
to  certain  employees  of  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  and  of  Housing  Authorities  created  pursuant  to  The 
Housing  Development  Act,  as  well  as  employees  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  Council  for  the  Arts,  all  of  whom 
became  contributors  to  the  Fund  during  the  current  year.

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A  GUIDE  TO  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS 

Scope  of  the  Public  Accounts 

The  1976-77  Public  Accounts  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  comprise  three  volumes: 

Volume  1  contains  the  financial  statements  of  the  Province. 

Volume  2  contains  the  financial  statements  of  those  Provincial  Crown  corpora- 
tions, boards  and  commissions  in  which  the  Province  has  an  investment  or 
which  have  an  advance  from  the  Province. 

Volume  3  contains  the  details  of  expenditure  required  by  the  Standing  Public 
Accounts  Committee. 
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Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 


The  accompanying  financial  statements  have  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  accounting  principles 
generally  accepted  in  Canada.  The  significant 
accounting  policies  are  described  below. 

Fixed  Assets 

Fixed  assets  include  power  supply  facilities  (genera- 
tion, transformation,  transmission  and  distribution); 
administration  and  service  facilities  (land,  buildings, 
office  and  service  equipment);  and  heavy  water 
production  facilities. 

The  cost  of  additions  and  replacement  of  compo- 
nent units  is  capitalized.  This  cost  includes  direct 
material  and  labour,  and  overhead  costs  such  as 
engineering,  administration  and  procurement  that 
are  considered  applicable  to  the  capital  construction 
program.  The  cost  of  commissioning  generating 
units,  less  the  value  of  energy  produced  during  the 
commissioning  period,  is  capitalized.  Interest  is 
capitalized  on  construction  costs  at  effective  annual 
rates  of  9.2%  in  1976  and  8.0%  in  1975.  Prior  to 
1976  the  rate  was  based  on  the  preceding  three-year 
average  of  the  cost  of  long-term  funds  borrowed. 
In  order  to  more  closely  relate  the  cost  of  borrow- 
ings to  construction  expenditures,  and  in  recog- 
nition of  the  increase  in  the  size  and  duration  of  the 
construction  program,  Ontario  Hydro  decided, 
effective  January  1,  1976  to  refine  the  calculation  of 
the  rate  so  that  it  now  approximates  the  average 
cost  of  long-term  funds  borrowed  in  the  years  in 
which  the  expenditures  have  been  made  for  fixed 
assets  under  construction.  As  a  result  of  this  refine- 
ment, interest  capitalized  in  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1976  has  increased  by  $17  million. 

In  the  case  of  nuclear  generation  facilities,  cost 
includes  the  cost  of  heavy  water  purchased  and 
produced.  The  cost  of  producing  heavy  water 
includes  the  direct  costs  of  production,  applicable 
overheads,  interest,  and  depreciation  of  the  heavy 
water  production  facilities. 

For  normal  retirements,  the  cost  of  assets  retired 
less  salvage  proceeds  is  charged  to  accumulated 
depreciation  with  no  gain  or  loss  being  reflected  in 
operations.  For  uriusual  or  premature  retirements, 
the  gains  or  losses  on  assets  retired  are  reflected  in 
operations. 

Depreciation 

Since  January  1,  1971,  all  additions  to  fixed  assets 
and  the  net  book  value  of  thermal-electric  generating 
stations  in  service  at  the  end  of  1970  have  been 
depreciated  using  the  straight-line  method.  All  other 
assets  in  service  at  the  end  of  1970  continue  to  be 
depreciated  on  the  sinking  fund  method.  Deprecia- 
tion rates  for  the  various  classes  of  assets  are  based 
on  the  estimated  service  lives,  which  are  subject  to 
periodic  review.  The  service  lives  of  major  asset 
classes  are : 

Generation— Hydro-electric  50  to  100  years 

Generation— Thermal-electric       30  years 
Transmission  and  distribution       25  to  50  years 
Heavy  water  production  facilities  20  years 


Nuclear  agreement— Pickering  units  1  &  2 

Ontario  Hydro,  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited, 
and  the  Province  of  Ontario  are  parties  to  a  joint 
undertaking  for  the  construction  and  operation  of 
units  1  and  2  of  Pickering  Nuclear  Generating 
Station,  with  ownership  of  these  units  being  vested 
in  Ontario  Hydro.  Contributions  to  the  capital  cost 
by  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited  and  the 
Province  of  Ontario  amounted  to  $258  million  and 
these  have  been  deducted  in  arriving  at  the  value  of 
fixed  assets  in  service  in  respect  of  Pickering  units 
1  and  2.  Ontario  Hydro  is  required  to  make  monthly 
payments  until  the  year  2001  to  each  of  the  parties 
in  proportion  to  their  capital  contributions.  These 
payments,  termed  "payback",  represent  in  a  broad 
sense  the  net  operational  advantage  of  having  the 
power  generated  by  Pickering  units  1  and  2  as 
compared  with  coal-fired  units  similar  to  Lambton 
units  1  and  2. 

Appropriations  from  net  income 

Under  the  provisions  of  The  Power  Corporation  Act, 
the  price  payable  by  customers  for  power  is  the  cost 
of  supplying  the  power.  Such  cost  is  defined  in  the 
Act  to  include  the  cost  of  operating  and  maintaining 
the  system,  depreciation,  interest,  and  the  amounts 
appropriated  for  debt  retirement  and  stabilization  of 
rates  and  contingencies. 

The  debt  retirement  appropriation  is  the  amount 
required  under  the  Act  to  accumulate  in  40  years  a 
sum  equal  to  the  debt  incurred  for  the  cost  of  the  fixed 
assets  in  service.  The  appropriation  for  or  withdrawal 
from  the  stabilization  of  rates  and  contingencies 
reserve  is  the  amount  required  to  stabilize  the  effect 
of  abnormal  cost  fluctuations. 

Foreign  currency  translation 

Long-term  debt  payable  in  foreign  currencies  is 
translated  to  Canadian  currency  at  rates  of  exchange 
at  the  time  of  issue.  Current  monetary  assets  and 
liabilities,  including  long-term  debt  payable  within 
one  year,  are  adjusted  to  Canadian  currency  at  year- 
end  rates  of  exchange.  Exchange  gains  or  losses  are 
credited  or  charged  to  interest  expense  in  the 
statement  of  operations. 

Pension  and  Insurance  Plan 

The  Pension  and  Insurance  Plan  is  a  contributory, 
benefit-based  plan  covering  all  regular  employees  of 
Ontario  Hydro.  The  most  recent  actuarial  valuation 
of  the  plan,  at  December  31,  1973,  indicated  an  un- 
funded obligation  of  Ontario  Hydro  of  approxi- 
mately $55  million.  Of  this  amount,  $36  million 
representing  an  experience  deficiency  is  being 
amortized  over  the  years  1974  through  1978  and 
the  balance  of  $19  million  representing  the  unfunded 
liability  with  respect  to  improved  benefits  is  being 
amortized  over  the  years  1974  through  1989.  The 
next  valuation  of  the  plan  will  be  based  on  the 
position  at  December  31,  1976  as  required  by  the 
Ontario  Pension  Benefits  Act. 

The  pension  costs  for  each  year  include  current 
service  costs  and  the  pro-rata  share  of  the  amount 
required  to  amortize  the  unfunded  obligation.

1.  Extraordinary  item 

During  1975,  in  response  to  the  Ontario  Government's 
publicly  expressed  concern  about  capital  availability, 
Ontario  Hydro  reviewed  its  capital  construction  pro- 
gram. On  February  11,  1976  certain  specific  revisions 
to  the  long-term  capital  construction  program  were 
announced,  involving  the  cancellation  of  Bruce  Heavy 
Water  Plant  "C",  the  deferment  of  proposed  new 
generating  stations,  and  the  postponement  of  com- 
pletion of  some  generating  stations  currently  under 
construction.  Over  the  next  ten  years  these  revisions 
are  expected  to  reduce  planned  expenditures  by  $7.0 
billion.  The  cancellation  of  the  heavy  water  plant,  the 
cost  of  which  had  been  estimated  to  be  $562  million, 
has  resulted  irr  extraordinary  charges  of  $60  million 
in  1975  and  $9.4  million  in  1976  against  income  to 
write  off  the  cost  of  preliminary  construction  and 
materials  and  to  provide  for  the  costs  of  cancellation 
of  contracts  awarded  for  materials  and  equipment.

5.  Investment  in  coal  supply 

Ontario  Hydro  and  United  States  Steel  Corporation 
have  an  agreement  for  the  development  of  a  coal  mine 
owned  by  United  States  Steel  Corporation  for  the 
supply  of  90  million  tons  of  coal  to  Ontario  Hydro 
over  a  thirty-year  period  commencing  in  1977.  Ontario 
Hydro  has  agreed  to  advance  up  to  $68  million  for 
mine  development  and  equipment,  to  guarantee  lease 
payments  for  mine  equipment  and  rolling  stock 
leased  by  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  and  to  make 
subsequent  advances  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  equip- 
ment replacements.  Advances  and  associated  costs, 
such  as  interest,  amounted  to  $38  million  to  December 
31,  1976.  These  advances  and  associated  costs  are  to 
be  amortized  on  a  tonnage  basis  and  included  as  part 
of  the  cost  of  the  coal  purchased  under  this  agreement.

8.  Anti-Inflation  program 

Effective  October  14,  1975  the  Government  of  Canada  passed  the  Anti-Inflation  Act  (Canada).  Subsequently, 
the  Province  of  Ontario  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Federal  Government  whereby  Ontario  Hydro  is 
subject  to  the  guidelines  under  this  Act  only  in  the  matter  of  employee  compensation.  Management  is  of  the 
opinion  that  Ontario  Hydro  is  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  anti-inflation  legislation  in  so  far  as 
employee  compensation  is  concerned.  Ontario  Hydro's  prices  for  electricity  will  continue  to  be  reviewed  by 
the  Ontario  Energy  Board.

Notes  to  the  Financial  Statements 
December  31,  1976 

1.  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  Related  Matters 
Participation  in  energy  projects: 

All  costs  incurred  by  the  corporation,  less  any  sundry  revenues,  are  included  as  the  cost  of  participation 
in  energy  projects.  The  accumulations  of  such  costs  as  reflected  on  the  balance  sheet  do  not  purport  to 
represent  the  present  or  future  value  of  the  corporation's  participation  in  the  projects. 
The  participation  in  the  Syncrude  Project  will  be  amortized  using  the  unit-of-production  method  starting 
in  the  year  in  which  the  Project  commences  production.  The  participation  in  the  Polar  Gas  Project  will 
be  treated  in  the  manner  explained  below. 

Syncrude  Project : 

The  Corporation  is  a  5%  participant  in  the  Syncrude  Project,  a  joint  venture  for  the  extraction  and 
processing  of  bituminous  oil  sands  near  Fort  McMurray,  Alberta.  Accordingly,  the  Corporation  is 
committed  to  contribute  5%  of  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  has  the  right  to  5%  of  the  production  from 
the  Project. 

As  at  December  31,1 976  the  estimated  total  costs  of  the  Syncrude  Project  prior  to  expected  commence- 
ment of  production  in  1978  are  $2,158,000,000.  This  estimate  has  not  been  approved  and  is  based 
on  the  most  probable  initial  startup  date  of  April  1,  1978. 

Polar  Gas  Project : 

The  Corporation  is  a  participant  in  the  Polar  Gas  Project,  a  project  to  determine  the  feasibility  of 

constructing  and  operating  facilities  for  the  transmission  of  natural  gas  from  the  Arctic  Islands  to 

southern  markets. 

Cash  is  advanced  for  research  costs  as  required.  Total  Project  research  costs  to  December  31,  1976 

aggregated  $40,015,925. 

In  the  event  a  company  is  formed  to  build  and  operate  transmission  facilities  each  participant's 

interest  is  convertible  into  equity,  debt,  or  equity  and  debt  of  such  company.  Alternatively,  under 

certain  circumstances  the  contributed  costs  may  be  repaid  with  interest. 

2.  General  Administrative  Expenses 

The  general  administrative  expenses  of  the  Corporation  have  been  paid  by  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the 
Corporation's  shareholder.

3.  Income  Taxes 

The  Corporation  is  not  subject  to  income  taxes  so  long  as  not  less  than  90%  of  its  outstanding  shares  are 
held  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  Province  of  Ontario.  All  of  the  Corporation's  outstanding  shares  are  presently 
held  by  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

4.  Retained  Earnings 

Sundry  revenues  and  expenses  of  the  Corporation  are  treated  as  part  of  the  cost  of  participation  in  energy 
projects.  Previously,  these  amounts  were  treated  as  income  and  expense  items. 

As  a  result  of  the  change  in  the  recording  of  sundry  revenues  and  expenses,  which  has  been  applied  retro- 
actively, retained  earnings  at  December  31,  1975  of  $10,222  has  been  applied  as  a  reduction  of  the  cost  of 
participation  in  energy  projects.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 
March  31,  1977 

1.  Interest 

In  the  provision  of  primary  and  secondary  financing  for  moderate  income  families,  the  Corporation's  interest 
lending  rates  are  set  by  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Where  lending  rates  are  lower  than  the  Corporation's  borrow- 
ing rates,  resulting  losses  arising  from  such  lending  at  negative  interest  margins  are  provided  for  in  provincial 
annual  estimates.  For  the  year  ended  March  31,  1977,  estimated  negative  margin  losses,  amounting  to 
$1,600,000,  were  recovered  through  the  estimates  process,  and  $1,436,860  of  this  amount  has  been  included 
in  interest  revenue.  The  balance  of  $163,140  is  included  in  accounts  payable  and  will  be  repaid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  Ontario  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

2.  Mortgage  Contingency  Fund 

During  the  year,  contingency  fees  of  $853,011  were  paid  by  the  Corporation  to  the  Mortgage  Contingency 
Fund  to  cover  first  and  second  mortgages  with  a  principal  value  of  $69,610,732.  The  fees  covered  mortgages 
previously  excluded  from  the  Fund  and  low  cost  family  rental  housing  mortgages  financed  during  the  year 
for  which  no  contingency  fees  were  chargeable. 

Fees,  amounting  to  approximately  $174,000,  will  be  paid  by  the  Corporation  to  the  Fund  during  the  next 
fiscal  year  to  cover  low  cost  family  rental  housing  mortgage  disbursements  in  the  year. 

3.  Supplies  and  Equipment 

Furniture  and  equipment  purchases  for  general  office  use  are  charged  to  supplies  and  equipment  in  the  year 
of  acquisition. 

4.  Remuneration  of  Directors  and  Senior  Officer 

The  aggregate  direct  remuneration  for  the  seven  directors  and  one  senior  officer  for  the  year  ended  March 
31,  1977  was  $64,942. 

5.  Change  of  Year  End 

In  accordance  with  a  Board  of  Directors'  resolution,  dated  March  4,  1976,  subsequently  confirmed  at  a 
general  meeting  of  the  shareholders,  a  By-law  was  enacted  changing  the  year  end  date  of  the  Corporation 
from  December  31  to  March  31. 


6.  Anti-Inflation  Legislation 

Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  Government  of  Canada,  the 
Corporation  is  subject  to  controls  on  compensation  instituted  by  the  Government  of  Canada  in  the  Anti- 
Inflation  Act,  effective  October  14,  1975.

2.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Investment  in  Federal-Provincial  Properties 

Land  and  building  costs  relating  to  Federal-Provincial  partnership  properties  are  amortized  over  the 
term  of  the  corresponding  partnership  agreements.

The  unrealized  gain  from  the  marketing  of  real  property  arises  when  mortgages  receivable  form  part  of 
the  consideration  on  property  sales.  The  gain  portion  is  the  excess  of  the  marketing  price  over  cost  and 
this  gain  is  taken  into  income  as  related  mortgage  principal  is  repaid. 

(d)  Capitalization  of  Costs 

Carrying  charges,  consisting  principally  of  interest  and  grants  in  lieu  of  municipal  taxes  attributable  to 
properties  under  development,  are  capitalized  as  part  of  the  cost  thereof. 

(e)  Administration  and  Management  Fees 

Management  fees  relating  to  the  operation  of  Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation  in  the  amount  of 
$25,000  are  included  in  the  reported  total  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  between  the  two  Corporations. 

(f )  Supplies  and  Equipment 

Furniture  and  equipment  purchases  for  general  office  use  are  charged  to  supplies  and  equipment  in  the 
year  of  acquisition. 
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3.  Loss  on  Provincial  Housing  Operations 

Provincial  housing  properties  are  those  that  are  developed  and  administered  by  the  Ontario  Housing  Corpora- 
tion. Individual  property  operating  statements  are  prepared  for  the  benefit  of  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation  and  two  hundred  and  forty-five  municipalities. 

4.  Rent  Supplement  Payments  to  Landlords 

Under  its  rent  supplement  program,  the  Corporation  provides  rent-geared-to-income  accommodation  within 
the  private  sector  to  applicants  from  its  waiting  list.  The  cost  of  this  program  is  shared  with  Central  Mortgage 
and  Housing  Corporation  and  forty-eight  municipalities.  As  at  December  31,  1976,  there  were  5,899  such 
units  under  contract  throughout  the  province. 

5.  Federal-Provincial  Housing  Operations  Loss 

Federal-Provincial  housing  properties  were  developed  under  partnership  agreements  by  Central  Mortgage 
and  Housing  Corporation  and  are  administered  by  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  and  thirty-five  housing 
authorities  throughout  the  province.  Individual  property  operating  statements  are  prepared  for  the  benefit 
of  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  and  forty-one  municipalities.  The  loss  reported  in  the  State- 
ment of  Operations  represents  Ontario  Housing  Corporation's  share  only. 

6.  Provincial  Contributions  to  Municipal  Housing  Projects 

In  1976  the  Corporation  agreed  to  contribute  $2,426,130  to  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company 
Limited  towards  operating  subsidy  costs  for  senior  citizen  apartment  units. 

7.  Mortgage  Guarantee  Reserve 

The  outstanding  balance  of  approved  lenders'  mortgages  guaranteed  as  at  December  31  was  $60,505,857 
in  1976  ($65,571,727  in  1975). 

8.  Property  Damage  Reserve 

The  reserve  is  intended  to  cover  repair  costs  relating  to  minor  damage  by  fire,  wind,  water  and  vandalism. 

9.  Contingency 

In  June  1967,  the  Ontario  Government  passed  The  Condominium  Act.  The  initial  response  to  this  new 
housing  legislation  from  the  private  sector  was  limited  which  prompted  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  to 
embark  upon  an  active  program,  through  Ontario  Mortgage  Corporation,  of  financing  condominium 
development.  Participation  in  the  financing  of  more  than  14,000  condominium  dwellings  was  undertaken. 
As  an  incentive  for  several  of  the  earlier  projects,  including  Chapel  Glen,  Flemingdon  Woods  and  Crescent 
Town,  comprising  more  than  4,000  units,  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  provided  financial  guarantees. 
The  contracts  for  these  latter  three  developments  in  Metropolitan  Toronto  included  clauses  whereby 
Ontario  Housing  Corporation  agreed  to  purchase  any  units  remaining  unsold  six  months  after  substantial 
completion.  Due  to  a  slower  than  expected  public  acceptance  of  high-rise  condominiums,  Ontario  Housing 
Corporation,  under  the  agreements,  became  liable  during  1972  to  purchase  the  unsold  units  at  these  three 
locations.  By  mutual  agreement  with  the  construction  companies,  the  Corporation's  liability  with  respect 
to  the  purchase  of  the  unsold  units  was  deferred  in  exchange  for  a  corresponding  deferment  of  the  com- 
panies' liability  for  interest  on  construction  advances. 

Although  the  construction  advances  referred  to  are  carried  as  assets  by  Ontario  Mortgage  Corporation, 
Ontario  Housing  Corporation  is  financially  responsible  for  any  settlement  with  the  construction  companies 
that  may  be  negotiated  under  the  contract  clauses  described  above.  In  1976,  Ontario  Housing  Corporation 
wrote  off  accrued  interest  in  the  amount  of  $4,050,642  for  the  Crescent  Town  project  and  in  turn  the  con- 
struction company  released  the  Corporation  from  any  liability  under  the  buy-back  clause.  As  at  December  3 1 , 
1976,  accrued  interest  on  advances  for  Chapel  Glen  and  Flemingdon  Woods  projects  amounted  to  $6,628,890 
and  such  interest  has  been  included  as  income  in  the  accounts  of  Ontario  Mortgage  Corporation. 

10.  Anti-Inflation  Legislation 

Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  Government  of  Canada, 
the  Corporation  is  subject  to  controls  on  compensation  instituted  by  the  Government  of  Canada  in  the  Anti- 
Inflation  Act,  effective  October  14,  1975.

Comparative  figures  have  been  reclassified  where  necessary  to  conform  to  1976  presentation. 

2.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Deferred  Income 

The  deferred  income  account  as  at  the  statement  date  includes  the  unearned  portion  of  gain  from  sale 
•of  real  estate  (1976—574,900;  1975— $76,600).  For  the  1976  year  end  the  account  also  includes  net  revenue 
deferred  on  the  operations  of  the  Charles  Street  property  in  Toronto  amounting  to  $15,280. 

(b)  Administration  Fee 

Ontario  Housing  Corporation  provides  administrative  services  to  Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation 
and  charges  the  cost  of  these  services  to  the  latter  Corporation.  The  fee  agreed  upon  between  the  two 
Corporations  was  $25,000  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1976. 

3.  Investment  in  Rental  Housing  Properties  on  Leased  Land,  at  Cost 

The  cost  of  student  housing  accommodation  constructed  on  land  leased  from  educational  institutions  is 
being  repaid  to  the  Corporation  over  the  duration  of  the  leases.  When  costs  are  fully  repaid  the  buildings  will 
become  the  property  of  the  various  educational  institutions.  Rental  and  maintenance  activities  on  twenty- 
two  such  properties  are  administered  by  eleven  universities  or  colleges  in  eleven  municipalities  throughout 
Ontario. 

4.  Rental  Housing  Property,  at  Cost 

This  property  which  is  located  in  Toronto  to  provide  housing  for  University  of  Toronto  students,  is  wholly 
owned  by  the  Corporation  and  managed  by  a  trust  company.  Land  and  building  costs  are  being  amortized 
over  the  duration  of  the  corresponding  indebtedness  and  any  operating  losses  are  recoverable  from  the 
University  of  Toronto.  The  terms  of  the  existing  agreement  with  the  University  of  Toronto  are  being  renegoti- 
ated to  include  a  provision  for  a  reserve  to  cover  operating  losses.

1 .  Basis  of  Operations 

The  Corporation  was  created  to  prepare  the  Plan  for  Development  and  develop  the  North  Pickering  Planning 
Area  in  accordance  with  the  Plan. 

Title  to  lands  in  the  North  Pickering  Planning  Area  is  presently  held  by  the  Ontario  Land  Corporation  and 
in  due  course  the  Corporation  will  acquire  title  to  certain  of  these  lands  in  its  own  name  and  assume  the  cor- 
responding indebtedness  to  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario. 

2.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Deferred  Plan  Development  Costs 

The  Corporation  follows  the  policy  of  capitalizing  planning,  development  and  administrative  costs 
considered  as  applicable  to  the  generation  of  income  producing  assets.  All  expenditures  incurred  from  the 
inception  of  the  Corporation  on  July  30,  1975  to  March  31,  1977  have  therefore  been  accumulated  as 
deferred  plan  development  costs  and  will  be  added  to  the  asset  value  of  the  acreage  eventually  acquired 
from  the  Ontario  Land  Corporation.  The  Corporation  will  reduce  these  capitalized  values  in  future  years 
by  appropriate  charges  to  operating  accounts  as  land  is  marketed  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

(b)  The  corporation  is  presently  financed  by  loans  from  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario.  These  loans  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  interest  equal  to  the  weighted  average  cost  to  maturity  of  long  term  securities  issued  by  the 
Province  of  Ontario  payable  in  Canadian  funds  and  sold  to  the  public  during  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the 
loan  is  recorded  in  the  Province's  accounts. 

3.  Anti-Inflation  Legislation 

Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  Government  of  Canada,  the 
Corporation  is  subject  to  controls  on  compensation  instituted  by  the  Government  of  Canada  in  the  Anti-

March  31,  1977 

1 .  Basis  of  Operations 

The  Ontario  Land  Corporation  is  an  Ontario  Crown  Corporation  created  without  share  capital  by  The 

Ontario  Land  Corporation  Act,  1974. 

The  Corporation  was  created  to  assist  in  the  promotion  of  community  and  industrial  development  of  land 

in  Ontario  by  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  disposal  of  it  to  persons  in  the  private  and  government  sectors  for 

residential,  community,  industrial,  governmental  and  commercial  development. 

The  operations  of  the  Corporation  are  carried  on  by  ministries  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  under  Management 

Agreements.  These  agreements  specify  among  other  items  that  the  ministries  will  not  be  reimbursed  by  the 

Corporation  for  administrative  costs  incurred  in  the  rendering  of  services  to  the  Corporation. 

2.  Accounting  Policies 

The  Corporation  uses  the  following  accounting  policies  to  account  for  its  inventory  of  land : 

(a)  All  lands  held  by  the  Corporation  at  this  time  are  considered  to  be  undeveloped  lands.  Considerable 
amounts  of  the  lands  have  been  leased,  principally  for  agricultural  purposes.  However,  these  lands  are 
to  be  transferred  to  various  Development  Corporations  once  planning  for  the  ultimate  use  of  these 
properties  has  been  completed. 

(b)  Generally  accepted  accounting  policies  require  that  all  costs  connected  with  the  acquisition  of  properties 
and  the  obtaining  of  a  good  and  clear  title  to  that  property  form  part  of  the  capital  cost.  These  costs 
include  such  items  as  legal  fees  and  commissions.  Similarly  carrying  costs  on  land  held  for  development 
or  resale  should  be  capitalized.  This  would  include  such  costs  as  interest,  realty  taxes  and  certain  admin- 
istrative expenses.  As  well,  revenues  received  on  these  undeveloped  lands  are  credited  to  the  cost  of  the 
properties.  The  Corporation  is  presently  following  the  above  policies  to  account  for  the  undeveloped 
property  owned  by  it. 

(c)  For  the  land  assemblies  referred  to  in  note  3,  only  the  North  Pickering  Assembly  has  been  completed  to 
the  point  whereby  a  reasonably  detailed  recommended  plan  has  been  developed  for  the  use  of  the  lands 
included  in  that  Assembly. 

While  the  recommended  plan  has  not  been  approved  by  the  government  or  any  municipal  jurisdiction  it 
provides  for  lands  to  be  used  for  agricultural,  hamlet,  open  space  and  townsite  purposes.  Rather  than 
allocating  carrying  costs  to  the  developable  properties  (townsite)  in  some  greater  proportion  that  the  non- 
developable  properties  (agricultural,  hamlet  and  open  space)  in  order  to  capitalize  greater  carrying  costs 
to  those  properties  which  are  more  likely  to  increase  in  value  due  to  their  ultimate  usage,  the  Corporation 
is  following  the  practice  of  capitalizing  carrying  costs  to  all  properties  forming  part  of  the  North  Pickering 
Assembly  on  a  pro-rata  basis  regardless  of  the  properties'  possible  ultimate  use.  While  not  in  accordance 
with  the  practices  that  would  normally  be  used  in  the  private  sector  once  there  is  an  approved  development 
plan,  this  practice  should  have  no  significant  effect  on  the  financial  position  of  the  Corporation  since  the 
government's  policy  is  that  all  the  lands  owned  by  the  Corporation  will  ultimately  be  transferred  to  other 
Ontario  governmental  bodies  at  the  values  they  are  carried  at  in  the  Ontario  Land  Corporation's  records. 

(d)  As  no  recommended  plans  have  yet  been  developed  for  the  Townsend,  South  Cayuga  and  Edwardsburgh 
land  assemblies,  carrying  costs  have  been  allocated  to  all  properties  in  these  assemblies  on  a  pro-rata 
basis. 

(e)  As  all  the  properties  held  by  the  Corporation  are  considered  to  be  undeveloped  properties,  all  costs  and 
revenues  have  been  recorded  as  part  of  the  cost  of  land  and  no  income  statement  is  included  in  these 
financial  statements.

(d)  Property  interests  include  payments  totalling  approximately  $49,094,292  (1976,  $53,850,000)  made 
towards  properties  under  expropriation  proceedings.

(a)  Loans  receivable 

The  amount  shown  for  term  loans  includes  interest  due  and  accrued. 

(b)  Loans  Receivable  re  Northern  Ontario  Development  Corporation 
Loans  Receivable  re  Eastern  Ontario  Development  Corporation 

Loans  are  disbursed  by  these  Corporations  under  section  12(1)  of  The  Development  Corporations  Act, 
1973.  In  accordance  with  this  Act,  the  loan  agreements  have  been  drawn  between  the  borrowers  and 
Ontario  Development  Corporation.  Accordingly,  such  loans  are  deemed  as  receivable  by  this  Corpora- 
tion, and  also,  as  payable  to  Northern  Ontario  Development  Corporation  and  to  Eastern  Ontario 
Development  Corporation. 

Provision  for  doubtful  accounts  excludes  the  provision  relative  to  term  loans  administered  by  Ontario 
Development  Corporation  for  the  above  two  Corporations.  The  amount  of  such  provision  relative 
to  these  term  loans  is  applied  as  a  reduction  of  the  corresponding  loans  receivable,  and  as  a  reduction 
of  Ontario  Development  Corporation's  liability  to  these  two  Corporations  with  respect  to  such  term 
loans. 

Performance  loan  forgiveness  excludes  the  forgiveness  relative  to  performance  loans  administered  by 
Ontario  Development  Corporation  for  the  above  two  Corporations.

1 .  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Due  from  Ontario  Development  Corporation 

Loans  are  disbursed  by  the  Corporation  under  section  12(1)  of  The  Development  Corporations  Act, 
1973.  In  accordance  with  this  Act,  the  loan  agreements  have  been  drawn  between  the  borrowers  and  Ontario 
Development  Corporation.  Accordingly,  such  loans  are  deemed  as  receivable  from  Ontario  Develop- 
ment Corporation. 

The  amount  of  the  provision  for  doubtful  accounts  relative  to  term  loans  included  above  is  applied  by 
the  Corporation,  through  a  charge  to  operations,  as  a  reduction  of  the  amount  due  from  Ontario  Develop- 
ment Corporation.  The  amount  shown  for  term  loans  includes  interest  due  and  accrued. 
The  amount  of  any  forgiveness  relative  to  performance  loans  included  above  is  applied  by  the  Corpora- 
tion, through  a  charge  to  operations,  as  a  reduction  of  the  amount  due  from  Ontario  Development 
Corporation. 

(b)  Lease  option  contract  receivable 

This  contract  pertains  to  property  leased  to  a  client  with  option  to  purchase.  Only  that  portion  of  the 
rental  which  does  not  represent  the  lessee's  potential  equity  in  the  property  is  recorded  as  income,  with  the 
balance  of  the  rental  being  deducted  from  the  lease  option  receivable. 

(c)  Expenses 

Expenses  totalling  $3,307,812  are  reflected  on  a  cash  basis,  and  have  been  paid  out  of  moneys  appro- 
priated therefor  by  the  Legislature.  These  expenses  do  not  include  certain  administrative  expenses 
absorbed  by  Ontario  Development  Corporation. 
Equipment  purchases  for  general  office  use  are  charged  to  supplies  and  equipment  in  the  year  of  acquisition. 

2.  Wholly-Owned  Subsidiaries 

Performance  loans,  subject  to  forgiveness,  and  term  loans  include  amounts  of  $452,000  and  $21,499  respec- 
tively, advanced  to  (and  representing  the  Corporation's  investment  in)  Thunder  Bay  Ski  Jumps  Limited, 
a  wholly-owned  subsidiary.  The  reported  loss  of  this  subsidiary  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1977  amounted 
to  $76,672  and  the  reported  deficit  at  that  date  was  $161,163. 

The  Corporation  also  owns  all  the  issued  shares  of  Minaki  Lodge  Resort  Ltd.  and  Minaki  Development 
Company  Limited.  The  reported  losses  of  these  wholly-owned  subsidiaries  for  the  year  ended  September  30, 
1976  amounted  to  $348,975.  The  deficits  of  these  two  companies  as  at  September  30,  1976  were  reported 
at  $1,964,673.  The  contributed  surplus  of  these  two  companies  as  at  September  30,  1976,  arising  principally 
from  the  receipt  of  grants  from  the  Province  of  Ontario,  was  reported  at  $2,978,299. 

3.  Interest,  Less  Recoveries  From  Treasurer  of  Ontario 

In  the  provision  of  term  loan  financing,  where  the  Corporation's  interest  lending  rates  are  lower  than  the 
borrowing  rates,  there  are  resulting  losses  arising  therefrom.  Additionally,  the  Corporation,  on  a  cash  basis, 
incurs  shortages  resulting  from  interest  paid  being  in  excess  of  interest  received.  Commencing  with  the  1976-

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 
March  31,  1977 

1.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Due  from  Ontario  Development  Corporation 

Loans  are  disbursed  by  the  Corporation  under  section  12(1)  of  The  Development  Corporations  Act, 
1973.  In  accordance  with  this  Act,  the  loan  agreements  have  been  drawn  between  the  borrowers  and 
Ontario  Development  Corporation.  Accordingly,  such  loans  are  deemed  as  receivable  from  Ontario 
Development  Corporation. 

The  amounts  of  the  provision  for  doubtful  accounts  relative  to  these  loans  is  applied  by  the  Corporation, 
through  a  charge  to  operations,  as  a  reduction  of  the  amount  due  from  Ontario  Development  Corpora- 
tion. 
The  amount  shown  for  these  loans  includes  interest  due  and  accrued. 

(b)  Lease  option  contract  receivable 

This  contract  pertains  to  property  leased  to  a  client  with  option  to  purchase.  Only  that  portion  of  the 
rental  which  does  not  represent  the  lessee's  potential  equity  in  the  property  is  recorded  as  income,  with 
the  balance  of  the  rental  being  deducted  from  the  lease  option  receivable. 

(c)  Expenses 

Expenses  totalling  $813,924  are  reflected  on  a  cash  basis,  and  have  been  paid  out  of  moneys  appropriated 
therefor  by  the  Legislature.  These  expenses  do  not  include  certain  administrative  expenses  absorbed 
by  Ontario  Development  Corporation. 
Equipment  purchases  for  general  office  use  are  charged  to  supplies  and  equipment  in  the  year  of  acquisition. 

2.  Interest,  Less  Recoveries  From  Treasurer  of  Ontario 

In  the  provision  of  term  loan  financing,  where  the  Corporation's  interest  lending  rates  are  lower  than  the 
borrowing  rates,  there  are  resulting  losses  arising  therefrom.  Additionally,  the  Corporation,  on  a  cash  basis, 
incurs  shortages  resulting  from  interest  paid  being  in  excess  of  interest  received.  Commencing  with  the  1976- 
77  fiscal  year,  the  above  two  elements  are  being  provided  for  in  provincial  annual  estimates.  For  the  current 
fiscal  year,  amounts  of  $624,261  and  $546,589  respectively  were  so  recovered  through  the  estimates  process, 
and  have  been  deducted  from  expense. 

3.  Contingent  Liability 

As  at  March  31,  1977  a  contingent  liability  in  the  form  of  a  guaranteed  bank  loan  amounts  to  $70,000  (1976 
$65,000). 

4.  Anti-Inflation  Legislation

1 .  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Basis  of  consolidation 

The  consolidated  financial  statements  include  the  accounts  of  the  Commission  and  its  wholly-owned  sub- 
sidiaries, Star  Transfer  Limited  and  The  Owen  Sound  Transportation  Company,  Limited. 

(b)  Materials  and  supplies 

With  the  exception  of  used  rail,  all  materials  and  supplies  are  shown  at  cost.  Used  rail  is  shown  at  estimated 
utility  value.

(d)  Investment  in  property  and  depreciation 

Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  acquisition  cost  with  the  exception  of  the  Commission's  office  furniture  and  equip- 
ment, which  is  charged  to  operations  in  the  year  of  purchase.  With  the  exception  of  highway  equipment, 
depreciation  is  primarily  provided  on  a  straight-line  basis  based  upon  the  estimated  service  lives  of  depre- 
ciable property.  Highway  equipment  is  depreciated  on  the  diminishing  balance  basis  based  upon  the  estimated 
service  life  of  the  equipment.  Except  for  uncompleted  projects,  for  which  no  depreciation  is  provided, 
depreciation  generally  is  based  on  asset  balances  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  For  railway  and  telecom- 
munication properties,  the  rates  used  are  as  authorized  by  the  Canadian  Transport  Commission.  The 
estimated  service  lives  used  for  principal  categories  of  assets  are  as  follows: 
Road— main  line  and  branches  20  to  200  years

of  Transportation  and  Communications  were  transferred  to  the  Commission  and  The  Owen  Sound  Trans- 
portation Company,  Limited,  respectively,  during  1975.  Accordingly,  these  fixed  assets  have  been  recorded 
at  their  original  cost  as  incurred  by  the  Ministry  together  with  offsetting  credits  to  Contributed  Surplus. 
Depreciation  thereon  is  recorded  as  a  reduction  to  Contributed  Surplus. 

(e)  Income  taxes 

As  Crown  Corporations  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the  Commission  and  its  wholly-owned  subsidiaries 
are  exempt  from  income  taxes  and  accordingly  no  provision  is  reflected  in  operations. 

(f)  Self-insurance 

The  Commission  and  its  wholly-owned  subsidiary,  Star  Transfer  Limited,  follow  the  policy  of  self-insuring 
for  damage  from  train  derailments  and  motor  vehicle  collisions  respectively. 

2.  Accounts  Receivable 

Accounts  receivable  include  subsidies  receivable  from  the  Province  of  Ontario  amounting  to  $814,810  (1975: 
$2,220,918). 

3.  Contributory  Pension  Fund 

As  at  December  31,  1976,  based  on  the  latest  actuarial  reviews,  less  payments,  the  remaining  unfunded  liability 
of  the  Commission  and  its  wholly-owned  subsidiaries  under  the  Commission's  Contributory  Pension  Fund 
totals  to  $39,231,310.  Of  this  amount  $19,443,107  represents  the  initial  unfunded  liability  as  of  January  1,  1965; 
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the  balance  of  $19,788,203  represents  the  outstanding  amount  of  unfunded  liabilities  created  subsequent  to 
January  1,  1965. 

The  Commission  and  its  subsidiaries  are  making  payments  of  interest  and  principal  under  The  Pension 
Benefits  Act.  These  payments  have  the  effect  of: 
—preventing  an  increase  in  the  initial  unfunded  liability; 
—liquidating  the  balance  of  the  unfunded  liabilities  over  a  period  ending  substantially  December  31,  1990. 

4.  Anti-Inflation  Legislation 

The  Commission  and  its  wholly-owned  subsidiaries  are  subject  to  controls  of  prices,  profits  and  compensation 
instituted  by  the  Federal  Government  in  the  Anti-Inflation  Act  effective  October  14,  1975. 

5.  Lease  Commitment 

Under  the  terms  of  an  agreement  dated  October  1,  1976,  the  Commission  is  committed  to  lease  four  Trans 
Europ  Express- 1  diesel-electric  trainsets  (TEE  trains)  and  major  exchange  spare  components  from  the  Urban 
Transportation  Development  Corporation  Ltd.  (UTDC).  The  agreement  provides  for  a  net,  net  lease  between 
the  Commission  and  UTDC  for  a  term  of  sixty-three  months  commencing  from  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  first 
TEE  train.  Subject  to  the  finalization  of  the  lease,  rent  will  be  payable  by  the  Commission,  in  advance,  in  ten 
semi-annual  payments  of  $500,000  each. 
The  first  TEE  train  was  delivered  in  April  1977.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1976 

1.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Investment  in  subsidiary 

Toronto  Transit  Consultants  Ltd.,  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary,  was  incorporated  on  July  21,  1976  with 
a  share  subscription  of  $100,000.  Since  it  is  anticipated  that  the  corporation's  control  therein  will  be 
temporary,  the  investment  is  being  carried  at  cost.  The  subsidiary  is  not  material  in  relation  to  the  financial 
position  and  the  results  of  operations  of  the  corporation. 

(b)  Inventories 

Inventories  are  valued  at  the  lower  of  actual  cost  by  specific  identification  and  net  realizable  value. 

(c)  Deferred  production  expenses  and  revenue 

Revenues  and  expenditures  on  long-term  contracts  are  deferred  until  such  time  as  deliveries  are  made. 

(d)  Depreciation  and  amortization 
Fixed  assets 

Automotive  vehicles  and  furniture  and  equipment  are  being  depreciated  by  the  declining  balance 

method  at  rates  of  30%  and  20%  per  annum  respectively. 

Leasehold  improvements  are  being  amortized  over  the  term  of  the  lease. 

(e)  Deferred  development  costs 

The  corporation  defers  direct  expenditures  which  are  identified  with  those  specific  projects  for  which,  in 
management's  opinion,  marketable  products  have  been  designed  and  commercial  markets  identified. 
It  is  the  corporation's  intention  to  amortize  these  costs  over  their  estimated  period  of  benefit  commencing 
with  significant  commercial  usage  of  related  products. 

(f)  Contributed  surplus 

A  shareholder  has  reimbursed  the  corporation  for  development  costs  related  to  the  ICTS  program. 
The  corporation  has  treated  the  reimbursement  of  these  development  costs  as  contributed  surplus. 

(g)  Translation  of  foreign  currencies 

Amounts  receivable  and  payable  in  foreign  currencies  are  generally  covered  by  forward  exchange  con- 
tracts entered  into  at  the  time  of  the  rejated  transaction  and  are  translated  at  the  exchange  rates  in  those 
contracts.  Any  other  amounts  are  translated  at  rates  approximating  those  in  effect  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Translation  gains  and  losses  are  included  in  determining  net  earnings  in  the  year  in  which  the  exchange 
rate  changes.

6.  Change  in  Accounting  Policy 

As  indicated  in  note  1,  the  corporation  is  deferring  direct  expenditures  which  can  be  identified  with  certain 
specific  projects  whereas  previously,  the  corporation  deferred  all  significant  development  expenditures  which 
could  be  identified  with  specific  projects,  including  allocated  selling,  general  and  administrative  costs.  This 
change  in  accounting  policy  has  been  applied  retroactively  and  the  1975  figures  have  been  restated  on  a  com- 
parable basis.  As  a  result,  the  loss  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1975  has  been  increased  by  the  charging 
to  expense  of  certain  research  and  development  expenditures  and  selling,  general  and  administrative  ex- 
penditures which  amounted  to  $7,355,978. 

The  deficit  as  at  December  31,  1975  previously  reported  as  $361,730  has  been  restated  to  show  a  retroactive 
increase  of  $3,494,459  representing  the  cumulative  amount  by  which  expenses  as  at  December  31,  1975  had 
been  increased.  Of  the  $3,494,459,  $3,294,811  is  applicable  to  1975  and  has  been  charged  to  expense  for  that 
year.  The  remaining  $199,648  is  applicable  to  years  prior  to  January  1,  1975  and  has  been  charged  to  deficit 
at  that  date,  previously  reported  as  $398,740. 

7.  Commitments 

The  corporation  has  entered  into  or  assumed  responsibility  for  the  following  significant  contracts: 

Light  rail  vehicle  program 

The  corporation  has  received  an  order  for  200  streetcars  and  spares  to  be  delivered  by  1979  at  an  ap- 
proximate selling  price  in  1976  dollars  of  $78,600,000. 

Purchase  commitments  relating  thereto,  principally  on  the  design,  development,  production  and  test- 
ing of  the  first  10  units  and  the  cost  of  propulsion  systems  for  the  200  units,  amount  to  $37,300,000, 
of  which  $9,000,000  has  been  expended  to  date. 

Intermediate  capacity  transit  system 

Purchase  commitments  relating  to  design  and  development,  including  construction,  installation  and 
testing  of  a  development  system  and  test  facility,  amount  to  $36,300,000,  of  which  $1,500,000  has  been 
expended  to  date. 

Subsequent  to  the  end  of  the  year,  the  corporation  entered  into  a  number  of  agreements  relating  principally 
to  financing  the  development  system.  Under  the  terms  of  these  agreements,  the  corporation  will  issue 
to  an  affiliated  company  a  debenture  in  the  amount  of  $55,500,000  maturing  twenty  years  after  its  date 
of  issue.  Pending  finalization  of  the  financing  agreement,  $3,425,539  has  been  received  by  the  corporation 
and  is  shown  as  an  advance  from  affiliate  on  the  balance  sheet. 
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Trans  Europe  Express  Trains  (TEE) 

The  corporation  has  entered  into  an  agreement  whereby  it  will  lease  four  TEE  trains  for  approximately 
a  five-year  term  at  a  total  rental  revenue  of  $5,000,000,  after  which  the  lessee  has  the  option  to  purchase 
the  TEE  trains  at  a  price  of  $400,000. 

Estimated  costs  relating  to  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation  and  modification  of  four  TEE  trains  amount 
to  $4,700,000.  Expenditures  to  date  amount  to  $580,090. 

8.  Lease  Commitments 

The  corporation  has  signed  agreements  to  lease  premises  with  an  annual  commitment  of  $159,000  expiring 
within  three  years. 

9.  Remuneration  of  Directors  and  Senior  Officers 

There  are  eight  directors  and  five  officers  of  the  corporation.  Two  of  the  directors  are  also  officers  of  the 
corporation.  The  aggregate  remuneration  of  officers  for  the  year  amounted  to  $118,000.  The  aggregate  re- 
muneration of  directors  for  the  year  amounted  to  $27,300. 

10.  Comparative  Figures 

UTDC  acquired  the  net  assets  of  The  Ontario  Transportation  Development  Corporation  as  at  August  29,

The  program  is  being 
funded  by  The  Treasurer  of  Ontario  through  the  purchase  of  income  debentures  issued  by  The  Ontario 
Transportation  Development  Corporation  who  in  turn  advances  these  funds  to  UTDC. 
The  program  is  considered  to  involve  a  large  element  of  technological  and  commercial  risk  and  all  costs 
associated  therewith  are  accordingly  written  off  as  incurred.  Because  of  the  significance  of  this  program 
to  the  company's  operations,  the  related  costs,  flow  of  funds  and  accumulated  results  are  disclosed  separately 
throughout  these  financial  statements. 

12.  Anti-Inflation  Act 

The  company  is  subject  to  restraint  of  profit  margins,  prices  and  compensation  under  the  terms  of  the  Anti- 
Inflation  Act  and  Regulations  which  became  effective  October  14,  1975. 

13.  Income  Taxes 

The  corporation  is  exempt  from  income  taxes  under  Section  149(l)(d)  of  The  Income  Tax  Act.

(i)  Under  arrangements  made  with  the  Province  of  Ontario  (shareholder)  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
corporation  subsequently  entered  into  a  number  of  agreements  relating  principally  to  financing  of  the 
construction,  installation  and  testing  of  a  development  system  by  an  affiliated  company.  Under  the  terms 
of  these  agreements,  the  corporation  will  receive  advances  for  amounts  expended  by  the  affiliated  com- 
pany up  to  an  amount  of  $55,500,000  from  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  will  issue  in  exchange  income 
debentures  in  those  amounts  maturing  20  years  after  their  date  of  issue.  The  amounts  so  received  will  be 
advanced  to  the  affiliated  company  which  incurred  the  expenditures.  To  reflect  these  financial  arrange- 
ments as  at  the  year-end  date,  expenditures  to  date  of  the  affiliated  company  amounting  to  $3,425,539 
have  been  shown  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  as  long-term  advance  to  affiliate  and  the  balance 
sheet  reflects  an  accrued  long-term  liability  for  the  repayment  of  this  amount.

March  31, 1977 

1.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Fund  for  redemption  of  debentures 

Commencing  January,  1974,  the  Corporation  made  periodic  deposits  into  this  bank  account  of  moneys 
which  otherwise  would  have  been  applied  as  repayments  of  the  capital  advances  from  the  Treasurer  of 
Ontario.  Funds  from  this  account  were  used  to  redeem  a  portion  of  the  Corporation's  debentures,  and 
to  retire  the  balance  of  the  Corporation's  debentures  on  their  maturity  date,  October  1,  1976. 

(b)  Sale  of  property 

The  provisions  of  the  Corporation's  mortgage  indentures  allow  the  Corporation,  without  taking  title 
through  foreclosure,  to  sell  a  farm  property  in  certain  circumstances  for  cash  or  credit.  In  cases  where  a 
mortgage  forms  part  of  the  sales  consideration,  the  excess  of  the  amount  of  any  such  sale  over  the  amount 
of  the  original  mortgage  outstanding  at  the  time  of  sale  is  accounted  for  as  an  unrealized  gain.  The  gain 
remains  unrealized  until  such  time  as  the  amount  of  the  original  mortgage  debt  is  retired. 

Mortgage  principal  payments  received  after  the  amount  of  the  original  mortgage  has  been  retired  con- 
stitute a  realization  of  the  gain,  and  are  held  in  trust  for  the  original  owner  or  other  claimant  by  the 
Corporation.  Mortgage  interest  payments  received  after  the  amount  of  the  original  mortgage  debt  has 
been  retired  are  similarly  held  in  trust. 

(c)  Administration  expenses 

Salaries  of  the  Corporation's  staff  and  sundry  administrative  costs  have  been  absorbed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Food  and  are  not  included  in  the  statement  of  revenue  and  expenditure.

1 .  New  Legislation 

The  Liquor  Control  Act,  1975  and  The  Liquor  Licence  Act,  1975  came  into  force  on  January  2,  1976.  Prior 
thereto,  all  revenues  and  expenses  of  the  Liquor  Licence  Board  of  Ontario  were  recorded  by  and  included 
in  the  financial  statements  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board  of  Ontario. 

Commencing  January  1976,  pursuant  to  the  above  legislation,  revenues  of  the  Liquor  Licence  Board  are 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario.  Expenses  of  the  Liquor  Licence  Board  are  now  paid  out  of  moneys  ap- 
propriated therefor  by  the  Legislature. 

Accordingly,  comparative  figures  in  the  accompanying  statement  of  income  generally  include  revenue  and 
expenses  of  the  Liquor  Licence  Board  of  Ontario  for  the  nine  months  ended  December  31,  1975. 

2.  Fixed  Assets 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  carry  each  parcel  of  land  and  each  building  on  its  books  at  the  nominal  value 
of  $1.00.  The  total  of  furniture  and  equipment  in  current  use  and  leasehold  improvements  is  carried  on  the 
books  at  the  nominal  value  of  $1.00.

Depreciation  is  provided  for  on  the  straight  line  method,  generally  using  rates  of  10  per  cent  per  annum  for 
furniture,  fixtures  and  technical  equipment  and  33j  per  cent  per  annum  for  automotive  equipment.  The  cost 
of  capital  roads  is  amortized  over  the  estimated  number  of  operating  seasons  for  which  the  roads  are  to  be 
used,  with  a  maximum  amortization  period  of  ten  years. 

2.  Grant,  Province  of  Ontario 

The  Authority  received  a  grant  of  $610,000  for  the  1977  fiscal  year  from  the  Province  of  Ontario  pursuant  to 
section  12  of  The  Algonquin  Forestry  Authority  Act,  1974.  This  grant  was  to  cover  deficits  incurred  in  the 
start-up  years  of  1975  and  1976  and  extraordinary  expenses  for  the  1977  fiscal  year. 

3.  Comparative  Figures 

Comparative  figures  for  1976  have  been  reclassified  where  necessary  to  conform  with  1977  presentation. 

Anti-Inflation  Legislation 

Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  Government  of  Canada,  the 
Authority  is  subject  to  controls  on  prices,  profits,  and  compensation  instituted  by  the  Government  of  Canada 
in  the  Anti-Inflation  Act,  effective  October  14,  1975.

I  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Algonquin  Forestry  Authority  as  at  March  31,  1977  and  the  state- 
ments of  income  and  expense,  surplus,  and  changes  in  financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended.

In  my  opinion,  these  financial  statements  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Authority  as  at  March 
31,  1977  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  its  financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year.
